In response to your request of 26 July 1977, I have 
reviewed my decision to deny portions of Reference c. On 
17 March 1977, in replying to Reference a., I asked that the 
name of two college professors and their universities be 
deleted from Reference c. before releasing it to Mr. 
Marks, The basis for my denial was a B6 exemption under 
FOIA {erroneously stated as Jl). The rationale for claim- 
ing this exemption was that public release of their names 
might be used to embarrass the individuals and their univer- 
sities. Therefore, it could be viewed by them as an in- 
vasion of personal privacy. However, during my second 
review, I contacted both individuals by phone on 27 July 
1977 to see if they had any objection to the release of 
their names and university affiliation as part of an FOIA 
request. I read them the text of Reference c. that pertained 
to them. Neither objected to releasing it with their names. 
Therefore, Reference c., which was an attachment to xKefer- 
ence b., may be released intact. STATINTL
